The Court of Appeal. 


We believe that the arrangements for con- 
stituting the new Court of Appeals are so far 
advanced that the names of the judges com- 
posing it may be safely indicated, Chief Jus- 
tice Draper retains his position as President 
of the Court, Mr. Justice Strong being the 
senior of the three new judges. Mr, Geo. W. 
Burton, Q. C., of Hamilton, who was called to 
the Bar in 1842, and appointed one of Her 


Majesty’s counsel in 1863, will be next in’ 


order of seniority te Mr. Justice Strong—Mr. 
Justice Gwynne having declined tho offer of a 
seat in the Appellate Court, Had Mr. Justice 
Gwynne accepted the appointment, it is under- 
derstood that Mr. Christopher S. Patterson, 
Q. C., would have been his successor in the 


‘Common Pleas, As matters stand we presume, 


although no official announcement has been 
made, that Mr. Patterson will now be the 
fourth judge of the Court of Appeal, the organ- 
ization of which will thus be completed. Mr. 
Patterson was called to the Bar in 1851, and 
made a Queen’s Counsel during Mr. Blake’s 
Administration ‘in 1872, He has .boen well 
known as enjoying an extensive practice in 
this city, where he has resided for the past 
eighteen years. Both Mr, Burton and Mr, 
Patterson are sound aud able lawyers, and 
will bring a large experience to assist them in 
the discharge of their judicial duties.-—

‘The Treaty, as has already been stated, has 
_ been laid before the Senate by the President

The California authorities stand in whole- 
some dread of Vasquez, prisoner as he is, and 
give him credit for grevt skill in making es- 
capes. The handcuffs devised by the sheriff 
of Monterey county for use on him are thus 
described :— 


“They consist, first, of a round iron bar 
about an inch in diameter and two and a half 
feet long. At the upper end of this bar is 
attached a small stout ring, which passes 
through a hole drilled in another iron bar, 
fifteea inches lepg and not quite as thick as 
the first. Bar 2d is horizontal, running at 
right angles with the first. At cither end of 
the horizontal bar are fastened two small, 
heavy rings and a wrist shackle of fine stecl. 
The lock on these shackles is of a very peculi- 

@r and intricate construction. When the 
prisoner's wrists are confined in them it will 
be utterly impoasiblo for him to get his bands 
near enough together to do any mischief, so 
that the possession of a file or any other me- 
chanical tool would not enable him to free 
himself, At the lower end of the porpendicu- 
lar bar is another heavy ring, to which is at- 
tached on cither side a stout chain about five 
Anches long, Pendent to theso chains are two 
ankle shackles of similar construction to those 
forthe wrist. The prisoner will thus be able 


to use bis legs in walking, but only toa very

held at Belleville recently, Prof. Bell, of 
the Albert University, traced the history of 
tho rise and progress of the dairy interest 
in the Dominion, and pointed out the very 
largo field that lies open,inviting an almost 
indetinite expansion of its future operas 
tions, Its advantages consist not only ia 
the vast extent of cheap soil and favorable 
climate which the country offers for extend- 
ed operations, butin the certainty of a good 
and trustworthy market which the mother 
country affords. The dairy lands of Cana- 
da are cheaper than those of .thé States, 
and the now territory that is steadily open: 
ing at merely nominal prices is better for 
the dairy than the cheap lands of the 
States. Canada, therofore, it is believed, 
has the means of soon supplanting the 
United States in the British market in the 
traffic of cheese, as she already leads them 
in the export of butter. About forty fac- 
tories are in active operation in the neigh: 
borhood of Belleville, and new ones are 
being rapidiy built. From these factories 
bout 58,714 boxes of the make of 1873 
have been shipped from the port of Beli 
ville, averaging 67 Ibs. to a box, or 3,9.
